Messrs. Stouey and Downing, two Eng- 
ish astronomeis, do not think they will 
be brightest until the morning of Thurs- 
day, Nov. IGtb. 


In order to bo sure of seeing them, 


therefore, it is best to watch tbe north- 
eastern sky on the nights of both Tues 
day and Wednesday. N^t many meteors 
3an be seen before midnight, but if a 
tow ai'e seen before 12 o'clock, a bill 
hanl shower may be expected after 12 
o'clock and about 1, when Leo is well 
above th& horizon. 


At the Lick observatory extensive 


preparations are in progress for taking 
observations on the nights of Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 
At Yale university 


John A. Lewis of Ansoma, who was the 
first person to ever photograph a me- 
teor, and Prof. F. L Chase will have 
charge of tbe observations and photo- 
graphing. 


Prof. P. L. Chase says that "we do 


not'feel certain that any part of the 
shower will be visible from American 
observatories, but we are certain that 
none will be visible before 11 o'clock." 


It the earth plunges through the

WARMTH OF A STABLE. 


Uniformity Is Better Than Too High 


Temperature. 


"How warm should a stable bt >a 


the winter'-" In leply to B. H W., we 
would say thai this is a 
point not 


agreed upon. 
Our best posted dairy- 


men recommend various temperatures, 
though I think the majority favor a 
point near "> degs. 
In the first place 


it is more a matter of pure air and 
uniform temperature, than 
just 
at 


what point 
the 
thermometer shall 


stand. If a stable could be controlled 
in its sanitation, there is no leason 
why it might not be as warm as a 
June pasture—the ideal place lor a cow. 
If the air is good, and foulness kept 
out of the stable, cows do remarkably 
well at cither 40 dogs., or even below, 
or up to 70 degs. Cows are more in- 
jured by turning out of a worm s-table 
into severe, cold, than by confinement 
in reasonably cold stables. Draught a 
of air, and sudden changes—extitUH1 
arc not advisable.

o keep the stable as near 55 dog< H 
we could, water in the stable, and give 
jach cow about 5150 cubic feet of sta 
tie room aud with side shoots let tti

WINTER FEEDING. 


A Bright Farmer Gives Ideas Gained 


From 
Experience. 


My experience in winter feeding \\s\a 


shown that the most economical pro- 
duction of flesh 
when 
fodder WHS 


used was by feeding crushed corn 
with cut fodder at night. My fodder 
was cut, not sliro.lded, in Novi ml or, 
and put light into tlu- barn at, a HI-,L 
of four and one-fourth cents per shock, 
since the fodder could have been sold 
lu the field for ten cnnts. \Vhen fod- 
der Is stored in this way it is so much 
more convenient to handle, both in the 
feeding and hauling it out in manure, 
that much is gained by It. even though 
no more of it is eaten than when fed 
without cutting. The refuse which is 
left iu the mangers is thrown out for 
bedding, and it is first class, too. 


AVhen it is possible to cut or shred 


fodder it does not pay to feed it whole 
either in the stable or in the racks out- 
side. 1 do not feed any foddedr what- 
ever iu the feed lot, as there is no uoc.l 
lor it. for the cattle are fed in the 
stable all the clover hay they will eat 
in the forenoon and then turned out 
to water and allowed the use of the 
straw stack for n 
couple of 
houi> 


They are not turned out for the pur- 
pose of eating but to give them water 
and a little exorcise, and then wlu-n 
they are stabled they are eager for 
their feed of cut fodder. 
When the 


fodder is to be cut it should be done 
as soon in the fall as possible, so that 
it will not be subjected to the ruinous 
effects of the weather. By the use of 
a good machine and with the t odder 
in good condition one can cut one hun- 
dred and fitty shocks, but it is a dus- 
ty job and a haivl day's work, \\hich 
one does not

appreciate until

The general opinion of fruit grow, 


era seems to be that th« *tfaot of sod 
In an orchard la t« the detriment of 
the tree*. The sod shuts out the air 
and moisture, but little If any of tnt 
surface water netting to the soil be- 
neath, where be roots of the trees art 
fed. 
Where the ground ,about the 


trunk of the tree say for a distance of 
five feet each side, Is mulched, or a 
sod-formation prevented In any othci 
way, 
no serious barm may come from 


sodding an orchard. 
This would b«, 


hardly advisable, however, as it is con- 
ceded by all that an orchard should be 
thoroughly plowed at least every two 
or three years, between the tree-rows. 
The most redeeming trait of sod is as 
a weed preventive. Of two evils, weeds 
or sod. it Is most certainly the least. 


The health and growth or a tree de- 


pends on the rlchnees aud the moisture 
of the soil. 
Sod does not take in or 


retain moisture, nor does it tend to al 
low artificial fertilizer to reach the 
roots of the tree, which will be ihoked 
and starved. 
Cultivating and enricU 


ing the soil is as essential in an or- 
chard as iu a cornfield. Sod will pre- 
vent both cultivation aud enriching, 
and (or that icason alone'should not 
hu tolerated. My conclusions from per 
sonal observation and 
from reading 


the opinions of several eminent horti- 
cultuiMs upon thl* point Is that the 
cfleet of sod ou an orchard is always 
to its detriment. Nature never meant 
pod and trees 
to 
flourish 
together. 


While the shade of the tree will to an 
<-Ment ptexent a sod-growth where u 
would be most damaging in an o'd or 
rhard! the young trees are at the mer- 
cy of the sod aud will never be the 
healthy, flourishing trees they would 
U- if piupvfij1 i:t>j.rlshed and tared for.

There arc varieties of orchard gtass 
that aie highly advertised, but none

Clover does 
not prevent the soil from taking in all 
ihe rain Its growth keeps the ground 
shaded and cool, aud the deposit of 
leave* and stems act as a mulch to ie- 
tam the moisture, and plowed un lor

Value of Corn Fodder. 


Corn fodder is used in feeding all the 


farm animals except 
the pig. For 


horses, especially colts, growing ani- 
mals and those not at hard work are 
quite free from dust and full of nutri- 
tion. 
Often this form of forage can 


take the place of much of the expen- 
sive hay which is usually fed to this 
class of animals. 
The fattening steer 


cannot consume much coaise forage of 
any kind, yet so far as his wants require 
there is nothing better than cornstalks 
with their bright leaves. 
For stock 


cattle and young things let this forage 
be liberally supplied in place of the 
more expensive hay. For dairy cows 
corn fodder has always ranked high, 
and this fact should mark its value for 
other animals without question. 


Skim milk in moderate quantities 


has often been fed to young colts after 
weaning, with good results. 
If the 


colt has been well cared for up to 
weanint time, feeding milk Is hardly 
ever necessary.

age farmer the specialist business can 
easily be carried too far. 
H is tlit; 


farmer who has a number of irons iu 
the tire that rinds it easiest to make 
both ends meet. 
It may be well to 


make a specialty of some one thing to 
which liis farm or tastes are specially 
adapted, but it is also well not to neg- 
lect other tilings. 


The farmer may think it does not 


pay to bother with chickens. Not more 
than .$73 or $100 will be added to his 
income by them. To be sure tlie lew 
moments spent with them daily mat- 
ter but little; in fact the receipts fiom 
the fowls are almost clear pro lit as 
they pick their living, almost, from the 
w;tste of barn and feed lots. 


it is the same with the garden. From 


$50 to .'fit 10 is saved in store bills each 
year 1-y a good garden, and the tune 
required in cultivating, hoeing and 
tending, if odd moments are employed 
will never be missed from the fields. 
Again, on many farms 
during

plied with apples, the fruit is l"ft 10 
rot on the ground. The waste- of a 
moderate sized orchard would make a 
dozen barrels of cider. 
This, when 


made into first-class boiled cider or 
vinegar would be worth if well mar- 
keted, at least $60. If the 
farmer 


lacked the time to make the apples in- j 
to cider he could have hired the work 
done and still make a good proiit. Or, 
again, horses are not at a fancy price. 
\et good horses always find good sale. 
The farmer can acid $200 or $300 to his 
bank account by raising a team or two 
of good colts annually. Of course,, ev- 
ery farmer keeps enough 
cows 
to 


keep his family supplied with milk 
and butter. By keeping good stock the 
<alves will bring good prices. A half 
down thoroughbred calves will sensi- 
bly increase his Income. 


And so it goes. 
The farmer who 


finds it-easiest to make the farm pay 
is the one who. while pursuing some 
specialty, still keeps his eyes open to 
ihe side issues that will bring in a few 
dollars. 
He Is on the road to wealth 


if he bas a well developed specialty, i 
with smaller items that pay his ex- 
penses. For the average farmer it la 
a hard fight, if not a losing game, to 
attempt to make the 
farm 
pay by 


stir-kin? to one specialty alone and 
neglecting all minor items of income.

The Bombardment Said to be of a 


Somewhat Harmless Nature— Refu- 
gees Sent to Capa Town Under a 
Flag of , Truce— Boers Fire on Es- 
cort Party. 


London, Nov. 12.— Orders have Just 


been issued from th^e War Office for 
the mobilization of the supplementary 
division of a Second Army Corps. 
This is a fulfilment of the statement 
made by Commander-in-chief Wolseley 
at the Guild Hall banquet Thursday 
evening. It was not expected, how- 
ever, that the orders would be issued 
so soon. 
It la expected that the men will 


muster between November 15 and 20. 


Despatches received from Queens- 


town state that the troop ship Bava- 
rian started from that port for Cape 
Town Friday afternoon, having on 
board the famous Connaught Rangers. 
There was a loyal demonstration as 
the troops boarded the vessel. 


German Major To Join the Boers. 
Berlin, Nov. 12.-— It is announced 


here that Major von Reitzenstein, who 
is reckoned one of the cleverest men 
of his rank, has started for South 
Africa to join the Boer forces. 
Major 


von Reitzenstein was the winner of 
the recent long distance military ride 
from Berlin to Vienna. 


Bombardment Continues Daily. 


London, Nov. 12.—The War Office 


has issued the following dispatch, ie- 
ceived from General Buller, from Cape 
Town: 


"Have received pigeon post from 


White at Ladysmith. 


"Bombardment at long range con- 


tinues daily. 


"A few casualties have occurred, 


but no serious harm done. 


"Boers have sent a number of refu- 


gees from the Transvaal under a flag 
of truce. British, ruder flag of tiuce, 
met them outside <1 e pickets, 


"When the parties separated, Boer 


guns fired upon the party before it 
reached our pickets. 


"Our intrenchments daily growing 


stronger. The supply of provisions 
ample." 


The Boers have now definitely oc- 


cupied Colenso. 


A strong force of British troops have 


arrived at De Aar Junction, Cape 
Colony. 


Says Rhodes is Captured. 


Paris, Nov. 12.—The Figaro asserts 


that Cecil Rhodes has been captured 
In one of the sorties from Klmberley. 


The Bombardment Continues. 


London, Nov. 1?.—Gen. Buller has 


sent to the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
Secretary of State for War, the follow- 
ing despatch from Cape Town: 
"I received a pigeon-post message 


from Ladysmith to-day. A bombard- 
ment at long range continues daily. 
There have been few casualties and no 
serious harm has been inflicted by 
the Boer's fire. The Boers to-day sent 
into Ladysmith a number of Transvaal 
refugees under a flag of truce. 
The 


party was met outside of the picket 
lines, where the refugees were trans- 
ferred to our custody. The Boers re- 
opened fire before our party had re- 
entered our lines. 
The British en- 


trenchments are being strengthened 
daily. Gen. White's supply of provis- 
ions is ample." 


To Ship Siege Train. 


London, Nov. 12.—A big siege train 


Is about to be shipped to South Africa. 
Tins shows the heavy work that Gen. 
Buller and his staff expect. The train 
will consist of fourteen 6-inch howitz- 
ers, eight 5-inch and eight 4-inch guns. 
The guns will be mounted on travel- 
Ing carriages, and with them will go 
15,000 rounds of lyddite and cordite 
shells. All the guns are of long range. 
That of the howitzers will be 10,000 
yards. A force of 1,100 officers and 
•men will go with the train. They will 
be supplied with 250,090 rounds of 
small-arm ammunition. 


In Darkness Again. 


London, Nov. 12.—Complete dark- 


ness again has fallen upon affairs in 
South 
Africa. The 
British 
public 


must perforce be content with the 
brief, stereotyped report which the' 
censor allows to filter through from 
Cape Town. That this condition no 
longer is due to pressure of work or 
defective cables has been proven. 
The Eastern Telegraph Company rec- 
kons that the real delay in transmis- 
sion is about two days. 


Boer Food Scarce. 


Cape Town, Nov. 12.—Food is at 


famine prices throughout the Trans- 
vaal. This news has been brought 
here by a well-known manufacturer 
from the Rand. He says that food is 
frightfully scarce throughout the en- 
tire South African Republic. It is held 
at famine prices. The manufacturer 
left Johannesburg because living there 
under present conditions was too un- 
comfortable. 


Bombarding Kimberley. 


London, Nov. 12.—A bombardment 


ot, Klmberley has begun. This is ofH- 
dially""*nn6unced" oytnc War Office. 
It is the first notification of the event. 
The bomardment is 'Only a slight one, 
the War Office says, but it declares 
that no details have been given la the 
despatch. The Boer force outside the 
town Is ulaced at 6,000. 


•oar Woman Spies. 


London, Nov. 12.—Woman spies are 
carrying Information from within the 
British-Hoes to the Boers, according to 
a despatch from Lorenzo Marquez. 
These women have been .working at 
Durban.- They have COM from there 
to Pretoria. The Delagoa Bay terri- 
tory la fall of Boer aecret service po- 
lice, who are securing information as 
to the mpvementa of British troops.

, LoMlaville, Ky 
Nov. 12.—Aa a re- 


sult of' the election excitement aad 
the alleged attempt to count out Tay- 
lor, the Republican Gubernatorial can- 
didate, 0. W. Durham and a mob tried 
on Friday afternoon to lynch ex-Con- 
gressman Asher O. Carutb. the Qoebel 
Election Commissioner who U respon- 
sible for the change in election of- 
ficers made on election eve. 


Durham led a crowd shouting "Hang 


Caruth!" toward the court house, 
where the Goebcl election board waa 
canvassing votes. 


The police charged upon the mob 


and made Durham a prisoner. His 
followers tried to take Durham from 
the police by force, but were beaten 
off and dispersed. 


Caruth is frightened. When the 


Election Board met he said that he 
was willing to do anything the antl- 
Goebelites 
wished. 
He announced 


that his health was bad and that he 
would go to Europe on a trip. 


Thirty Republicans and anti-Goebel 


Democrats 'armed with Winchester 
rifles left Middlesboro to go to Bell 
Precinct to secure a fair count. 


The anti-Goebeiites were preparing 


to count out Taylor's majority. The 
armed posse say they will shoot down 
the first Goebellte who attempts a 
steal. 


Kentucky's Official Count. 


Louisville. Ky., Nov. 12.—The great-

Philadelphia, Nov. 12.—As the re- 


sult of an investigation conducted by 
a newspaper, five men, all residents 
of Washington, arrested on Tuesday, 
have been held in court on the charge 
of repeating, impersonating election 
officers and making fraudulent re- 
turns 
The defendants are John F. 


Shechan R. II. Drinkert, William H. 
Cook, Harry McCabe and George Kirk- 
land. All except one are said to be in 
the Government's employ.

5500 
The affable man is thought to 


mve accompanied him to the steam- 
boat pier and induced him to go akay 
again. After that all trace of him has 


en lost except HIP Masonic emblem 


found by Mary O'Neill in the hallway 
of 129 Water street.

Corbett, 
who has boon desirous of fighting Jeff- 
ries ever since the boilermaker defeat- 
ed Fitzsimmons and won the title of 
champion pugilist, personally asked 
Lhe conqueror of "Fitz" and Sharkey 
for the match 
On the advice of W. 


A. Brady Jeffries accepted. 


Bernstein and Sullivan "Draw."

GEN. 
FORREST'S ABILITY. 


Gen. Sherman Called Him the Great* 


est Man In the Civil War. 


It is related of General Nathan Bed- 


ford Forrest that on one occasion a 
loquacious widow asked him why his 
beard was still black while his hair 
waa turning gray. General Foirest an. 
swered that he could give no explana- 
tion unless that "be had used his brain 
a little more than bis jaw." It was this 
quality that made General Forrest one 
of Lhe greatest soldiers of his time, the 
soldier of whom General Sherman said: 
"After all. I think Foiresi was -the 
most remarkable man our 
civil war 


produced on either sid«. In the first 
place, he was uneducated, while Jack- 
son and Sheridan and other brilliant 
leaders were soldiers by profession. 
He seemed always to know what I was 
doing or intended to do, while I am 
free to confess I could never tell or 
form any satisfactory idea .of what he 
was trying to accomplish." 


Lord Wolseley. commander of the 


British army, wrote of him: "Forrest 
had no knowledge of military science, 
nor of military history, to teach him 
how he should act. He was entirely 
ignorant of what other 
Generals in 


previous wars had done under very sim- 
ilar circumstances. What he lacked In 
book lore was to a large extent com- 
pensated for by the soundness of his 
judgment upon all occasions, and by 
his power of thinking and reasoning 
with great rapidity under fire. In- 
spired with true military instinct, he 
was verily nature's soldier. 'In war,' 
said Napoleon, 'men are 
nothing; a 


man is everything!' It will be difficult 
to find a stronger corroboration of this 
maxim than is to be found in the his- 
tory of General Forrest's operations." 


In the firm belief that General For- 


rest wae one of^the great military gen- 
iuses of the century, Dr. John Wyeth 
has prepared a biography, which is 
not only the record of Forrest's mem- 
orable and picturesque life, but also a 
comprehensible narrative of his dash- 
ing raids in the most important cam- 
paigns of the war. 


Philadelphia Priest Murdered. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 12.—Father Vin- 
cent Valeskla, a priest of the Inde- 
pendent Polish Catholic Church, has 
been found murdered in the rectory at 
Lecord and Catherine streets. His 
body was discovered lying in a pool of 
blood. When last seen alive he was 
with two other priests and three wo- 
men in the rectorv 
His companions 


have disappeared. 


Railways to be Consolidated. 


Chicago, Nov. 12.—Reports are cur- 


rent that the South Chicago City Rail- 
way, the Chicago Electric JTraction 
Company and the Calumet*" Electric 
Company are to be consolidated. This 
is to be effected by a new concern that 
will pay $10,000,000 for the properties. 
W. M. Coler A Co.. Wall Street bank- 
ers, are said to be engineering the 
deal. 


County Treasurer Guilty of Larceny. 
Lockport, N. Y., Nov. 12.—The jury 


in the case of County Treasurer Lam- 
berts, charged with larceny of the 
county's funds, after being out over 
twelve hours, rendered a verdict of 
guilty. Lamberts remains out on $18,- 
000 bail. He was convicted on one of 
sixteen indictments 
found against 


him—that of having stolen $2,549.50 on 
April 13. 1898. 


Grlffo Released From Asylum. 


Chicago, Nov. 12.—Alfred Griffiths, 
better known as "Young Griffo." one 
of the cleverest boxers who ever1 step- 
ped into the ring, is free again. 
Griffo 


was released from the County Insane 
Asylum, at Dunning, after ten months

nounce him sane, but it is doubtful if 
ha will ever enter a ring again.

A THREATENED COAL MINERS 


STRIKE, 


Many, of the Big Mines Likely to be 


Tied up Within the Next Few Day*! 
—PresldelH Mitchell, of the United ' 
Mine Worker*' Union Talk* on the 
Subject 


Chicago. NOT. 12.—The situation la 


the coal mining fields in southern and 
western' Illinois has taken a serious 
turn and It i* said that many of the 
mine* may be tied up within the next 
forty-eight hours because the operat- 
ors are Mending coal to points west 
and southV«8t where the miners are 
on strike.'' The United Mine Workers' 
Union has been engaged in strikes in 
the Indian Territory, Arkansas. Miss- 
ouri and Iowa in mines the product of 
which is consumed for the most part 
by the Gould system of railroads 


Recently It was discovered that coal 


was being shipped from the Belleville 
district In this state to supply the 
wants of the railroads and the officers 
of the Miners' Union entered a protest 
which was accompanied by a threat 
to strike unless the practice was dis 
continue*. Pr«ddent Hefty of the 
Belleville disfcffet has been instructed 
by John MiMftNfll. president of the 
United Mine "Workers' Union, to- call 
out the men if positive evidence is at 
hand that the operators are sending 
coal into districts wliere strikes are 
in progress. 


President Mitchell who is now in 


this city, says: 


"The miners have been careful in 


dealing with the situation, and have 
done everything in their power to 
avoid a rupture. The strikes in the 
southwest were called to enforce our 
wage scale, and the men in Illinois in- 
sist that their labor shall not be used 
to defeat their brothers in the other 
states." 


Cramp Strikers Arrested. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 12 —Three of the 


striking employes of Cramps' Ship 
yard, 'John J. Keegan. business ageut 
of the International Association of 
Machinists, and Frederick Counsel- 
man, treasurer of the machinists' or- 
ganization, have been arrested and 
held in $2,000 bail each on a charge 
of inciting riot. The strikers under 
arrest are Hugh Boyd. Thomas Wil- 
son and Joseph Melon. 


The direcf cause of the arrests was 


the refusal of the men to move away 
from the vicinity of the shipyard when 
ordered to do so by the police 
The 


strikers say that the arrests were 
made to offset the possible an eat of a 
Cramp superintendent for whom a 
warrant was issued last Tuesday. 


Milking the Reindeer. 


With a good deal of running, gestur- 


ing, and, shouting the herd was finally 
brought Into the inclosure, only a few 
of the wildest animals escaping over 
the fell, past some of the little chil- 
dren. Rushing into the inclosure in an 
unbroken stream of more than a thous- 
and animals, the herd did not cease 
running—the reindeer is always on 
the move, except at its regular resting 
times—but continued to circle against 
the sun. The reindeer in these circu- 
lar motions always runs against the 
Bun; if it runs with it it is a sign of 
disease of the brain. In the midst of 
the reindeer, leaping, bounding, and 
butting in a friendly way, while giving 
out their peculiar grunting sound, the 
picturesque figures of our Lapponian 
friends were seen, surrounded by a 
thicket of horns. Our hostess, having 
hung her baby to a birch in the middle 
of the 
inclosure, stood, like a num- 


ber of other women, mostly girls, with 
a wooden scoop in her hand, ready to 
milk the first of the female reindeer 
caught; while at the outskirts of the 
inclosure stood a number of children 
with large pails to receive the milk 
from the scoops, the smaller children 
either running about 
playing outside 


the camp or giving ealt and angelica 
to some of the tamest animals. The 
most important actors on the scene, 
however, were the men moving slowly 
about in the midst of the herd, holding 
the lasso behind their back in the 
right hand and looking sharply at the 
running animals. 


As quick as lightning a U'sso whiz 


zed through the air, the frightened ani- 
mals recoiling and then increasing 
their speed. When the lasso hit the 
mark the cow was hauled In, and tied 
to a birch while the milking was done. 
So they kept on for nearly two hours. 
The quantity of milk yielded by each 
animal is very small, at the most about 
a teacupful. but it is of very high nu- 
tritive quality. The milking, which 
.6 by no means regular, is done, if pos- 
sible, once a day. In Winter time 
there is, of course, no milking. 
To 


prevent the calves from sucking their 
mothers piecea of Bone are tied intd 
their mouths, or the udders are be- 
smeared with tar. Some of the Lapp* 
consider it sinful to milk the reindeer. 
and thus deprive the calves of their 
food.—The Century.

Kern, a salbon-keeper, Friday shot and 
killed his young wife, from whom he 
had been separated about ten months, 
because of jealousy. Then he shot 
himself. Mrs. Kern was employed in 
the Allentown Hospital as cook. On 
her way to work she had to pass her 
husband's saloon. Her husband stop- 
ped her car, dragged her off and push- 
ed her into the house, then put bullets 
in both their brains. Both died in- 
stantly.

CLAIMS A LARGE FORTUNE. 


New York Hack Driver May be aa 


Rich aa a Vanderbilt. 


New York, Nor. 12.—There stands 


at Fort Lee Ferry each day. rain or 
shine, a poor hun iback hack driver, 
who ekes out a pr carious living with 
the aid of his hors" and carriage. Few 
persons who knov him and see him 
day after day are aware of the fact 
that while he liv°s in poor circum- 
stances be Is eaid to be the rightful 
heir to a fortune rivalling that of a 
Vanderbilt. The hunchback is Thom- 
as Nelson, who ha« been a resident of 
Fort Lee for many years, and la known 
to every man. woman and child in the 
place. 
He lives in a modest home 


with his widowed sister, .Mary Storms. 
The brother and' sister are fighting 
with what little money they can spare 
from his earnings and with the assist- 
ance of friends for a fortune of $40.- 
000.000 which lies in the Bank of Eng- 
land, where it is being held in trust, 
and which will be turned over to them 
as soon as their counsel, John P. 
Stockton. Jr., can produce proof posi- 
tive that they are entitled to it. 


Two years ago the claim of Nelson 


and his bister was thought to be ab- 
solutely proved, all the papers were in 
the hands of Edward B. Humphreys, 
who was then counsel for them. Hum- 
phreys was then on his way from Eng- 
land to this country to establish the 
claim, when he died on the steamship. 
Nelson had exhausted his means in 
paying the expenses of his counsel 
while making researches in England, 
and was forced to temporarily aban- 
don the fight for a fortune. Now, 
however, he has resumed it in earn- 
est and has retained Mr. Stockton to 
take up the threads where they were 
dropped by Humphrys, and to push the 
matter to a conclusion. 


The money for which Nelson and 


his sister are fighting is the result of 
a sale of the estate of James Wood, 
a rich banker of the city of Gloucester, 
England, who died early in the pres- 
ent century. Since bis death nearly 
200 persons have attempted to get a 
share of the fortune. All their claims 
have been disposed of, and only those 
of Nelson and Mrs. Storms remain. 
When Wood died, his brother Samuel, 
with otheis, was appointed executor of 
the estate. Samuel, who was a bach- 
elor, died shortly after his brother, 
and the other executors also died, and 
the city of Gloucester took charge of 
the estate, which consisted of lots at 
central points in several large cities. 
These lots were comparatively value- 
less at the time of Wood's death. The 
cities grew, however, and the lots be- 
came highly desirable for business 
and residential purposes, and thirty or 
forty years later, when the property 
was sold, it realized $40,000,000. 


The money was deposited in the 


Bank of England, where it still re- 
mains. Lawyer Stockton, as soon as 
he gets the papers in shape, will pre- 
sent them to t.ie Bank of England, and 
is hopeful of establishing the authen- 
ticity of his client's contention. 


IHEBAMBUN CHARGE, 


Will Extend Its Line. 


Seattle, Wash., Nov. 12.—The White 
Pass and Yukon Railroad has pur- 
chased nearly $300,000 worth of steel 
rails with which to extend its line 
from Lake Bennett to Closeleigh, a 
point on Fifty Mile River, four miles 
below White Horse Rapids. Of this 
amount 2,400 tons have been deliver- 
ed under rush orders at Lake Bennett, 
together with a locomotive to be used 
on the construction work between 
Lake Bennett and the White Horse 
Rapids. The Railroad company ex- 
pects to have the road completed to 
the Rapids and in operation not later 
than June 1, 1900. 


Rates to Klondike Will be Higher. 
Vancouver, B. C., Nov. 12.—It is 


probable that there will be a material 
increase in steamship rates to Alaskan 
ports and the Klondike points begin- 
ning with the opening of navigation 
jn the Yukon next season. It is said 
that the advance is io be in passenger 
rates, the freight schedule remaining 
as at present. 
The regulation of the 
rates is governed by the Alaska Trans- 
portation Association's members con- 
nected with Puget Sound and British 
Columbian steamship lines. The var- 
ious companies" will act in concert re- 
garding the advance in passenger 
rates.

This Wisconsin Man's System 


Is at Last Explained. 


EASY WHEN YOU KNOW. 


He Begins as Others Do, with Three 


Screen-Color In a New Way. 


How to Photograph a Had Tulip With 


OrMn Leaves in a Blue Jar—-Art'a 
Proudtat Triumph la to Imitate Nat- 
ural—The Process Requires Skill. 


The experiments of Professor K. VV. 


Wood, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, iu color photography were men- 
tioned by the New York Tribune sev- 
oral mouths ago. 
Further details arc 


now furnished by ului to ''Science." 
It thug appear H that the Madison sci- 
entist has hit upon u thoroughly prac- 
tical scheme, although ut present it 
has not attained it high degree of de- 
velopment nor reached the 
commer- 


cial stage of its career. 


It the reader will recall 
what Is 


known as the "three-color screen" sys- 
tem, already employed in photograph- 
ing colors, and then lemeiuber what 
a "diffraction grating" IK he will readi- 
ly understand Professor Wood's meth- 
od. 


Professor Wood begins, as do the 


others, by taking three negatives with 
the usual color screens, and he print* 
off ou glass a positive from each nega- 
tive. But from that point onward Lid 
procedure is unique. lie employs oth- 
er means to produce the effect of col- 
or on the observer's eye. 
Before con- 


sidering these, however, it 
may be 


well lo have a. clear idea of the gen- 
eral appearance of the negatives nud 
positives. 
The sensitive liliu that the 


photographer puts into ills ciuneru '•> 
to all Intents and purposes transpar- 
ent. 
The plate upon which in the 


three-screen process red rays only are 
allowed to fall is so affected thereby 
that, when the plate bus been treat- 
ed in a developing bath, the light- 
struck regions arc clouded aud 
the 


rest of the plate still keeps clear. The 
cloud produced is « black one; and its 
opacity or deusouess corresponds lo 
the intensity of the red in the subject 
of the picture. The greens and blues 
produce black clouds also on their re- 
spective plates, but in different places 
from those \\ here the reds were im- 
printed. 


The positives that arc taken from 


these negatives iworsc the situation,

Such transpar- 
ent spots occur only where there were 
reds in the original scone. This posi- 
tive and the 2,000-line gratlnj*having 
been removed, the a.40<Mlne grating 
and the positive made with green rays 
are substituted. Wherever there were 
greens In the original scene, lines that 
run 2.400 to the Inch are now printed 
ou the nlm. Finally the 2,750-liue grat- 
ing and the positive obtained with 
blue rays are brought into requisition 
and transfer to the film the ruling pe- 
culiar to tills hue. 


The printing operation is a very deli- 


cate one. It is necessary that the three 
positives shall each occupy tue same 
position, and not be a hundredth of an 
inch out of the way.

In order to give a rude Idea of the 


appearance of one of his pictures, I'ro- 
fesHor Wood assunifK that lie lias j>ho 
tojrraphed a led tulip with preen 
leaven in a blue jar. Each of the 
Lues will' be represented ou the illiu 
by lines of a different spacing from 
that of the others. 
To examine such 


n picture, one takes a large lens or 
readlnjf-glasH, trims It off square, sets 
It upright iu a light frame like that 
of an old fiishloued stereoscope, siud 
looks through -i hole iu n black screen 
tlfteen inches or so away. 
The pic- 


ture itself to held bet ween this device 
uud the light tor examination. Thus 
fur It lias not been found practicable 
to magnify these pictures much; but 
they will stand some enlargement by 
a magic* luntern. 


The preliminary work 
in 
making 


pictures by Wood's system calls for 
much Hklll, especially In 
completing 


the first print. But in the ease with 
which duplicates can be secured, and 
In some other respcvts. the plan is 
likely to prove an'Improvement ou all 
of the other schemes with which ex- 
perts in color photography are at pres- 
ent familiar. 


CYANIDE'S ATTRACTION. 


(A diffraction grating picture.) 


showing clouds of opaque bla^k where 
the negatives were transparent, and 
exhibiting clear patches wherever th.-> 
negatives were clouded. 


If an observer we're to stand before 


a large vertical screen with his eye at 
a very small hole, it would be possible 
with a prism suitably adjusted before 
a white light ou the other side, to 
make him see a blaze of red, yellow, 
green, violet or any other single hue. 
Now, 
what is called a 
"diffraction 


grating," a transparent glass plate ou 
which parallel lines have been en- 
graved very close together, would tlct 
precisely like a prism In such an ex- 
perlment. 
And by substituting 
for 


one grating another that has its lines 
spaced differently a change In color 
will be effected at the peephole. This 
is not because one grating produces 
only red and another only blue. Each 
grating makes a complete 
rainbow. 


But the position of the rainbow is dif- 
ferent for each grating. In one case, 
the Ted part of it falls on the peephole, 
while with the other the blue comes 
opposite the aperture. 


The viewing apparatus which Pro- 


fessor Wood uses for the examination 
of one of his finished pictures is ar- 
ranged on the plan just described. 
One must look through it hole in order 
to see it. 
And the thing which 
IK 


used for exhibition purposes is a sol- 
itary plate upon which have 'been liu- 
pieKsed, by a method about to be d«;- 
Kcribed, a. lot of fine lines. 
All that 


was red in the original subject has 
been printed into the final picture in 
lines of such a spacing that they will 
throw the red part of their spectrum 
on tbe peephole. 
The greens of the 


original are represented by another 
net .of lilies, whose spacing has beon 
no calculated that they will project 
the green part of their spectrum up- 
on the ere.

TIPS A SERIOUS EVIL 


EFFORTS IN ENGLAND TO ABOL- 


ISH SECRET MISSIONS. 


All Branches of Trade and the Learn- 


ed Professions as Well Reported to 
Have Been Scandalized by Revela- 
tlone-—An Intolerable Infliction. 
Evidence multiplies daily of the 


seiiousness of the evil which It is now 
sought to combat by legislation in the 
shape of a bill, penalizing the giving 
or accepting of secret commissions. 
Not only all branches of trade, but the 
learned professions as well, have been 
scandalized by the revelations of the 
past few days. It is, however, one of 
those evils which are based upon de- 
fective moral sense and are so un- 
iversal that the difficulties of coping 
with them by legislation are almost 
insuperable. 
Lord Russell of Killo- 


wen, has introduced in the House of 
Lords his bill making it a criminal of- 
fense to give or receive secret com- 
missions. The offense is classed as a 
misdeameanor, with a maximum pun- 
ishment of two years at hard labor. 
The most interesting part of Lord 
Russeli's speech was that devoted to 
recalling the various shifts resorted 
to in covering secret commissions 
which he had met in his experience as 
commercial lawyer and judge. 


A number of witnesses drew atten- 


tion to the prevalence of bribery in 
the case of buyers for large houses 
and co-operatlvo companies; also In 
the calico trade, the publishing trade 
and the printing trade. Lord Russell 
said he had a letter from the repie- 
sentative of a large firm of dealers 
in ink, color and varnishes, who said 
that the managers of a certain news- 
paper in the provinces allowed their 
machine overseer lo order inks, with 
the result that his firm had to pay this 
man 3s per drum so as to get the 
orders. When the price fell so as to 
make that commission too heavy the 
overseer suggested that they should 
send smaller drums, as the drums 
were not weighed on delivery. An- 
other machine overseer, who was 
leaving one place to go to another, de- 
manded £2 irom his firm, otherwise 
he would not recommend their inks at 
his new place 


In another case a foreman levied a 


commission of one penny a pound, or 
about 25 per cent., on the ink supplied 
by the firm. From this man a com- 
munication was received to the effect 
that he would not be able to use as 
much ink us formerly, because a gas 
engine had been put in in place of a 
boiler, and then? was no furnace in 
which he could get rid of the ink. 
The writer of this letter added that 
the acceptance of ink or machinery 
depended, except in cases where men 
looked after their own business, not 
upon the excellence of the things nor 
their price, but upon the amount of 
the bribes that were given. He had 
{,n his possession original demands 
from overseers for Christmas boxes 
which were to be sent to tuein private- 
ly, and in some of these cases sums 
umounting to £25 had been paid. 
The report also stated that the prac 
Ice prevailed in the brewing trade, 
bribes being given to butlers, major 
domos, coachmen, game-keepers and 
even gardeners. 


A case had come before the courts 


in which a company had been form- 
ed for the sale, in part, of some kind 
of medicated wine in which it was 
shown that founders' shares were dis 
tributed 
among doctors 
upon the 


terms that the doctors were to puff 
the wines. 


Lord Russell quoted from the last 


report of the committee of the Lon 
don Chamber of Commerce appointed 
to inquire as to the extent of secret 
commissions. 
The committee found 


It proved that engineers received fees 
or payments from builders. It was al- 
eo proved that chemists paid doctors 
commissions of 25 or even 50 per cent, 
on the prices charged for medicine 
/supplied by prescriptions to patients, 
that doctors handed to the sorrowing 
•widow an undertaker's card and re- 
ceived a percentage of 10 to 20 per 
cent, on the funeral charges, though 
he should be sorry to believe that 
these practices were general among 
•medical men. 


Then the report went on to give il- 


lustrations relating to the cutlery 
trade, in which, it was stated this mis- 
chievous practice had done a great 
deal of harm. The system of levying 
blackmail went right through some 
nouses to the boy who took in the 
manufacturer's card to the buyer, and 
civility and attention had to be paid 
for by the unfortunate traveler. One 
witness said he had lost scores of 
orders through refusing to bribe. 


It can not 'be said that the prospects 


of Lord Russell's bills passing this 
session or next ire particularly bright. 
The Lord Chancellor pointed out that 
& previous bill collapsed because it 
appeared that a gentleman who gave 
a porter a sixpence on a railway plat- 
form rendered himself liable to two 
years' imprisonment. It was a secret 
commission, because it was a bribe to 
the company's servant to do some- 
thing for a third party. Possibly an 
act may bring the more flagrant cases 
inside the criminal law, and th,e whole 
system be discouraged by publicity, as 
it Is in the secrecy that the vice lies. 


Mrs. Victoria Woodhull Martin, as 


an American woman long resident in 
England, gives her experience of the 
effect of secret commissions on do- 
mestic arrangements. She mentions 
the case of a woman who had reason 
to be dissatisfied with her chef, and 
engaged a country girl for the jost. 
For some weeks after tho girl was 
mistress of the kitchen the account 
books kept a reasonable level. Then 
they gradually increased, until the 
employer felt herself compelled to 
point out the steady swelling of the 
figures. The girl burst into tears and 
told her story of how the butcher's 
boy and the grocer's boy and all the 
tradesmen'* boys, one after another 
made It plain that something terrible 
would happen unless she provided 
their usual commission. Her fellow 
servant* worried and bullied her for 
their perquisites, avid eventually sho 
had to give waj' !u every direction, 
Of course. In every case the payments 
were extortions from the employer's 
pocket taken without hrr knowledge 
And for oo services to her.—London 
Correspondent New York Bun.

acting midshipman in October, 1851, 
and placed on the retired list, Oct 1st, 
1891. During his long period of sen ice 
be earned the high respect and confi- 
dence of the navy and his country. 


Conspicuous among his services was 


the well-remembered part in which tbe 
ironclad Chickasaw, commanded by 
him, took in the capture of tbe ram 
Tennessee, at the battle of Mob tie bay. 


On May 9th, 1890, Commodore Per 


kins was promoted to commodore by a 
special act of congress for his distin- 
guished services 
during tbe rebel- 


lion, an honor seldom conferred.
